and presented to the house conferees for their 
consideration the regular bill for the present 
year, as prepared by the house and amended 
by the senate, including provisions for cruisers 
and monitors and all extraordinary appropria- 
tions for rebuilding the navy. The house con- 
ferees declined even to consider this amend- 
ment. The result of that attitude on the part 
of the house has been that no appropriations 
have been made and that the navy department, 
after the first of January, wil! find itself with- 
out actual appropriations. Of course the de- 
partment will not expire under the general 
statutes giving the secretary the right to pro- 
vide for its indispensable needs. It will run 
on until some billis passed.

A Dull Day—Several House Pension «Bills 
Ca:ted and Passed, 

Wasnineton, December 22.-—The chairman 
laid -before the senate a meSsage from the 
president transmitting a supplementary report 
of the gun foundry board. Referred to com- 
mittee on military aflairs. : 

Several petitions, numerously signed, were 
presented, remonstrating against the ravilica- 
tion of the Spanish treaty. There was so little 
morning business to be done that by 8 quarter 
past twelve the senate bad disposed of all that 
was offered and prot eeded to its ealendar of 
cares 

The private pension bills that had passed the 
house, were taken up and a number of them 
were passed. Mr. Blair called up the bill pro- 
riding for a commission to examine into the 
liquor trafic. He said it was the bill already 
passed four times by the senate, but not acted 
on by the house. The motion was opposed but 
the bill was ordered to be taken up and was 
massed. Yeas, 24; nays, 16. Before voting, 

ir. Vest, who opposed the bill, remarked 
that he did not propose to be placed by his 
vote in any attitude of hostility to temperance, 
but he regarded the subject matter of the Dill 
as one belonging exclusively to the states, and 
there was no evidence that state governments 
Were not entirely competent to deal with 
it. The vote in detail was as fullows: Yeas:

Mr. Hale, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations,reported with amead 
menis the house bill ‘‘making a temporary 
provision for the naval service’ a thirty-one 
day bill. Mr. Hale explained that the senate 
committee had amended that bill by subdsti- 
tuting for it the provisions of the regular an- 
bual appropriation bill for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1885, precisely as the house had 
patsed it at the last session, but 
mcdified so as to cover only the remaining 
half of the fiscal year, the amendments for- 
merly inserted by the senate relating to tron- 
clads and steel cruisers being stricken out. 
The bill, he said, so far as the amounts went, 
stood precisely on the basis on which the house 
bad passed the original appropriation for the 
yeer. In that, Mr. Hale added, the senate 
maintained its attitude of considering this 
Ran Em and not those of the former year.

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THE ASTRAL OIL FIRE. 
The Loss on Machinery and Plant Over 
One Million Dollars. 

New York, December-22.—The loss by the 
destruction of Pratt’s astral oil works in Brook- 
lyn, vesterday, has not been stated in figures, 
but the proprietors of the works are credited 
with the statement that the buildings,machin- 
ery and other plants destroyed represents an 
outlay of $1,000,000, and that upwards of 150,- 
600 barrels of oil were *barned. The rate of 
insurance on this kind of property is so high 
that the firm have always been their own in- 
surers, and the loss is entirely their own. 

Saving Bank Suspension, 

Movuxt Vernon, N. Y., December 22.—The 
East Chester Savings bank of this town con- 
iemplates closing its doors and winding up its 
business in February. Since the failure of J. 
W. Masterton & Co., of Mount Vernon, there 
hes been a-continual run upon the institution, 
aud so little new business has come in, that 
the officers have decided upon a suspension. 
There is a surplus on hand of between $5,000 
and $9,060, which will probably be divided 
among the remaining depositors. 


The Peace Society, 
PHitaADELPHIA, December 22.—The neace s0- 
ciety having accomplished much toward the 
settlement of the troubles between the shoe 
menufacturers and the knights of labor, will 
now turn its attention to the weavers quarrel 
and see if something of the kind cannot be 
done withthem. J. M. Washburn, of the so- 
ciety, paid a visit to Kensington, to-day, and 
did what he could towards offering an adjust- 
ment. In the meantime, a much better feel- 
ing prevails among the shoemakers, and 
although none of the factories are opened to- 
day it is expected that by the first of next

BASELESS FEARS. 
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The American Dynamiter Continues to 
Shake up the Londoners. 

Lonpox, December 22 \ great deal of ex- 
ment bas been caused by the fire at the 
Windsor railway station Saturday, and it has 
attributed to the usual dynamita 
Am«¢ rican, who itis now remembered loitered 
about, a few days ago, and su idenly disap- 
peared. But the managers of the station- 
house steadily maintained thatthe fire was 
accidental. The investigation has demon- 
strated that the small wheels and portions of 
“brass clock works,” similar to that in cheap 
American clocks, composed before the fire, a 
reel for a fishing rod, and the brass caps de- 
scribed as shells for dynarnite cartridges, 
were only the metal caps'on sections of the 
fishing rod to which the reel belonged. The 
usual bottle Gontaining the remains of some 
evil and dangerous compound proves 
to have been a bottle of horse 
medicine, dark and i! 1 smelling, 
which had escaped from a broken package in 
the baggage room. These facts are, however, 
slow in reaching the public, which does not 
quiet down as rapidly as it is frightened. 
Some ofthe accepted theories in regard tothe 
explosion at London bridge, also, are being 
overthrown. ‘There is evidence now that nails 
over the gt holes, which were believed to 
have been pla ‘ed there by the authors of the 
cutrage had been fixed there by the corpora- 
tion workmen to use for mooring boats. Every 
suspicious occurrence in the present nervous 
conditron of the public is converted into a pos- 
sible dynamite outrage. About midnight last 
vight two men threw a parcel over the bridge 
at Glasgow and made their escape, and it is

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BISMARCK’s INTENTION, 


Hie Promises to Institute Active Intertfer- 
ence in Egypt. 

Lonpon, December 22.—The delay in res- 
ponse of the powers to the earl of Granville’s 
proposals in regard tothe Egyptian finances, 
is altiibuted to Bismarck’s initiative, he de- 
siring to embarrass Gladstone’s eabinet by 
obliging the ministers to meet in parliament 
without arriving at an entente. 
It is certain that the powers 
have not commenced ‘‘pour’ parliea” on the 
proposals. Mr. Carmichael, private secreters 
of Mr. Childers, chancellor of the exchequer, 
in an interview with Premier Ferry on the 
moderfications of the Egyptian financial 
scheme, failed to explai: the dis 
cussion of the subject. Mr. Waddington, th 
lrench ambassador to England, conveyed to 
Premier Ferry the desire of the Earl of Gran- 
ville to hasten the negotiations, and his readi- 
ness to make modifications. The fact that the 
German consul general at Cairo, has been 
raised to the rank of minister, is taken as an 
indication of the intention of Bismarck to in- 
sist upon the admission of the German dele- 
gate to the caisse, and to institute active 


interference in Egypt. 


England Evading Russia, 

Cairo, December 22.—The prevailing opin- 
ion here is that the government gave an eva- 
sive reply to the demand of Russia and Ger- 
many tor admittance to the caisse when it 
informed these powers on Saturday that it 
would consent to their admittance in case 
the signatory o1 the powers agreed to changes 
this necessitated in the law of liquidation. 
The Russian consul has written a sharp reply, 
and the German consul to-day visited the 
khedive and accused Nubar Pasha, prime 
minister, of bad faith. 


A Blow at England, 

Paris, December 22.—The St. Petersburg 
dispatch to the Brussels Nord, with reference 
to the settlement of the Egyptian question, 
creates a profound sensation here. It is be- 
lieved that the dispatch embodies the opin- 
ions of the powers in regard.to the creation of 
a mixed commission, and that such action is 
fantamonnt tothe rejection of the English pro- 
posals. Ifthis happens a great blow will be 
struck at England’s prestige. 

Demanding Submission. 

Bertin, December 22,—It is reported that 
Baron De Couriel, the French . minister at 
Berlin, has presented an ultimatum to the 
African international association, 
an unconditional submission to all French 
claims. He threatens that otherwise the ne- 
gotiations will be broken off. 


Russia to Fortify. 

St. Pererssvre, December 22.—The govern- 
ment will newly and strongly fortify Bateoum 
Poti, Kars and Michailovski in 1885. All 
‘rinters are searched nightly by the police on 
leaving their offices, in order to prevent the 
eecret printing of seditious literature. 


Aims for China, 

Lonpon, December 22.—A despatch from 
Hong Kong states that large quantities of arms 
and ammunition have arrivedthere by (Ger- 
man steamers, and have already been for- 
warded to the reinforcements sent to the Ton- 
quin frontier. 


Hoisting the German Flag. 

Loxnpon, December 22.—Later advices con- 
firm the report that the German flag has been 
hoisted over New Britain, New Ireland and 
the Admiralty islands, and a portion of the 
northern coast of New Guinea. 


A Bank Officer’s Suicide. 

Vienna, December 22.—Jean Lucas,mapager 
of eecurities in the department of Giro and the 
Cassenveren bank, committed suicide to-day. 
He was the brother-in-law of Herr Balday, a 
superior official in the same bank,who is under 
arrest for embezzling.
